A Suit In Teat thn Illghts or Snapshot
on thn Units Arrow Acnlnlt

Club Mntchet Old In Nrotlnnd-S- t. An-

On Saturday n metropolitan amateur re-- j
colved spocimens of tho "Bullet " golf ball that
Is exciting considerable attention among the
players In Orent Britain. It is about tho slzo
of a 20 ball, mcnsiirlng 5,'i inches in circumfer-
ence, but waighs 27 pennyweights. Tho or-
dinary 27'f ball, tho standard for Important
matches. Is O'j Inches In circumference, and It
Is evident that It mado of the same composi-
tion ns tho "Bullet" ball It would bo too heavy
to play with to advantage. The tuforenco
Is that tho small slzo of tho "Bullet"
ball Is due to tho desire to utilize
tho new composition as n substitute
for pure gutta percha. but whatever tho first
reason may havo boon tho now ball is said to
llnd favor abroad on Its own merits, particu-
larly among tho players about Edinburgh, In
gonornl appearance the "Bullet" resembles I ho
smallest slr.o of remade Hllvcrtown-mark-

balls, and It holds tho pnlnt well. But for the
heavy weight In proportion to Its slzo. It would
appear to hoof tho usual trade grade of gutta
percha. Split In two and tested, the mntorlal
has every appearance, too, of puro cuttn, for,
bhWIIIIo Norton, the Lakewood professional,
said yesterday, attordovotlng some tlmo to It,
the compound " burns, outs, tastes and smells
like tho puro gum." If tho gum is woightod
tho indications nro not visible, nor Is
tho presoncn of an adttltorant appar-
ent ttndor tho usual tests appllod by
professional gnlfors to tho gutta percha
they uso In ball making. Ono tboorr Is that
heavier weight Is caused by compressing thn
gum while in tho moulds, anothor hy a mix-
ture of lino steel filings. Tho gcnornl opinion,
howevoi. Is that tho ball Is mado heavier by
some cheaper rubber compound mixed with
the pure gum. On account of the wot uremia
at LakewiKid on Saturday it was Impossible to
try u round with the " Bullet " ball, but Norton
used It from the too. anil in approach work nnd
putting. Clean hit the ball carried well, but It
seemed lacking In resiliency nnd It did not roll
at nil. Tho boring iiuallty of the hall ngitlnst
the wind was not noticed at all. Tho lack of
roll was also notlconblo whon pitched from the
mnshle, 11111I. although tho nnproach shots
wero tried on a stretch of hard, dry ground,
the hall stopped within a yard or so
from where It struck each tlmo. This trait
would commend tho ball to one who lays

a deadly approach. Tor it cnunls a
porfoct cut on an ordinary ball. It ran into lit
put tine. hutBOcmod to lack spring. According
to Norton tho "Bullet" does not possess any
muiilfost. advantages ovor tiny well seasoned 211
or 2tli remade ball, tho sort many amateurs
uso in practice. In a full round on a better day
for golf the "Bullet" may show moro Impressive
merits. "A fnlrlygood ball for Its size." was
the consensus of opinion about it at I.ukowood.
This is what may bo read between the linos of
tho opinions on the ball hy 11. J. Hutchinson,
republished in Tiir Bcn lust month, and tho
following verdict of A. J. ltobartson, condensed
from London f,'n'of .Inn. 20:

I eaw the ball for the first time laat Reptember
when playing egalnit my friend Mr. A. Mackenzie
Itos, at l.ulTnen, (lullane, Mulrtteld and North Ber-
wick. In a aeries of eryatiiT matches oer thene
greena with Mr. ltos I had ample opportunity 1

watch tho fliitht and general behavior of the ball,
and I also personally teeted It. The trajectory of
the ball from the tee In eoittowhat lower I han the or-
dinary gutta. but it mont remarkable feature la the
penetrating power of ita carry in siichaatln' breere
as Is generally felt on the tojiof Giillanc hill or go-

ing to tho tenth hole on old Lufitiess. In such a
breere against the player tho "Bullet" ball appeara
in soino way to bore Ha way through the wind, and ta
rarely delleeted when properly struck from the Into
course of lta tlight. Tha result la that the at-

tempt at a long carry rarely meets with fail-
ure. I think, however, that the run of the ball
011 landing Is acarcely o protracted aa that from
the ordinary gutta. I found aleo that m playing the
approach shot tho " Bullet" ball fell more dead, even
on a hard gre n; It behavior waa less animated and
active in being pitched with tha iron. On the put-
ting groeu the ball ecemed to me to bite the

of tha ground better than the ordinary
ball, and runa in consequence extremoly true. It
needs a, slightly harder blow, but It keepa the lino
with gratifying persistence to the player.
